Last year the sum of $88,000 was ex- 
pended in support of agricultural fairs, 
and of this amount the Governor, it is 
said, has learned only $43,000 was paid 
out in premiums.

This statement was not accepted, how- 
ever, and upon investigation, members 
of the Republican majority found in the 


| bill as originally introduced a menace 
to the individual rights of non-union.

They therefore amended the bill 
to the extent of eliminating the sting 
in it, and in its amended form it may 
pass. Certain it is that the bill will 
not pass in its original form during this 
session of the Legislature. 

One of the members of the majority 
has prepared an interesting statement 
as to the bearing of this proposed law 
“upon the laws of the State. For obvi- 
ous reasons he does not desire to have 
his name used, and it was only with 
that understanding that he consented 
to make his public statement, which is 
substantially what wis told to the Re- 
publican caucus when the Anti-Injunc- 
tion Bill was under consideration. Th 
statement follows: 

BEARING OF THE BILL. 

“Assembly Bill No. 72 as heretofore 
amended reads as follows: ‘No agree- 
ment, combination, or contract by or 
between two or more persons to do or 
procure to be done, or not to do or pro- 
cure not to be done, any act in contem- 
plation of furtherance of any trade dis- 
pute between employers and employés 
in the State of California shall be 
deemed criminal, nor shall those en- 
aged therein be indictable or other- 
wise punishable for the crimes of con- 
spiracy, if such act committed by one 
person would not be punishable as a 
crime, nor shall such agreemient, com- 
bination or contract be considered as in 
restraint of trade or commerce, nor 
shall any restraining order or injunc- 
tion be issued with relation thereto. 
Nothing in this act shall exempt from 
punishment, otherwise than is herein 
excepted, any persons guilty of con- 
spiracy, for which punishment is now 
provided by any act of the Legisla- 
ture, but such act of the Legislature 
shall, as to the agreements, combina- 
tions and contracts, hereinbefore re- 
ferred to, be construed as if this act 
were therein contatned; provided, that 
nothing in this act shall be construed 
to authorize or “lolence.’ 

“So far as this bill deals with crime, 
the crime of conspiracy, it is a small 
fragment from the English statute of 
1875. That statute was enacted to 
modify the harshness of the law of 
criminal conspiracy, as declared by 
courts and Parliaments in past times 
and manifestly unsuited to existing 
conditions, But our Penal Code al- 
obviates the difficulty and the 
that the English law was de- 
signed to do away with. Section 182 
of that code reads as follows: ‘If two 
or more persons conspire: 

„One. To commit any crime: 

“Two. Falsely and maliciously to 
indict another fo my crime, or to pro- 
cure another to be charged or arrested 
for any crime; . 

Three. Falsely to move or maln- 
tain any suit, action, or me. 

„Four. To cheat and defraud any 
person of any property, by any means 
which are in themselves criminal, or to 
obtain money or property by false pre- 
tenses; or, 

Five. To commit any act tnjurious 
to the public health, to public morala, 
or for the preservation or obstruction 
— justice, or due administration ot the 
aws: 

““They are punishable by imprison- 
ment in the.county jail not exceeding 
one year, or by fine not eXceeding $1000, 
or both,’ 

No man can be punished for criminal 
conspiracy in this State except under 
that law, for section 183 reads as fol- 
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than those enumerated in the precedi ng 
section, are punishable criminally. 

„I have been referred to no decision 
of any court, and have found no de- 
cision of any court showing or inti- 
mating that section 182 is in any way 
unjust or harsh or unsuited to our 
times.

The great trunk lines 
have ceased invading each other's terr!- 
tory. amd costly rivairies, as well as 
rate cutting. have practically disap- 
peared. 

During the past few years there has 
been less and less building of new lines, 
but many millions of dollars have been 
spent in extending and improving the 
trackage facilities of raliroads already 


established. Naturally, thefefore, each) 


read is getting more traffic per mile 


than heretofore, and more men are em? 
ployed on each mile of road. 

An expert siatistician of one of the 
great eastern systems reports today 
that since 1895 the number of men em- 
ployed per 100 miles of railroad has in- 
creased about 50 per cent. The demand 
for additional help comes from every 
department in the railroad service, and 
Uu indicates that the concentration of 
control has eflarged the employing ca- 
pacity of the railroad companies instead 
of diminishing it. 

A compilation of the recorded pur - 
chases of new care and locomotives by 
the raliroads of this country during the 
past year shows thet about 250,000 more 
freight cars and 1000 more locomotives 
are in use now than was the case one 
year ago. Dellvertes of new cars and 
locomotives are being made almost 
datly to all of the principal roads.

It is really a subject for 
wonder that, in a country like the 
United States, whose people are noted 
for their shrewdness and business 
sense, there should always be found 
such a plentiful crop of confiding 
dupes who will send their hard-earned 
money to a firm in a distant city, of 
whom they know nothing, under prom- 
ise of impossible profits. In England 
it is a common saying that any inveet- 
ment which promises over 5 per cent. 
per annum must be dangerous. In this 
country of undeveloped resources we 
may to a little higher than that, but 
even in the United States any enter- 
prise which promises to pay the in- 
vestor more than 10 per cent. per an- 
num may justly be regarded with sus- 


pleion and distrust. 


There is nu royal road to wealth, any 
more than to learning. However, the 
desire which lurks in the average hu- 
man breast to make a fortune will 
continue to induce foolish people to 
risk their money on schemes that 
promise to save them from the neces- 
sity of earning their daily bread, and 
such lessons as that of the St. Louis 
failure will only serve to act as a tem- 
porary brake on the trainload of gam- 
blers running downgrade on the road 
to ruin. 

:This is only one of numerous 
schemes for the extraction of money 
from the pockets of gullible people, 
under promise of extraordinary profits. 
The Times recently came into posses-

is your plan?“ the answer is given: 
“Our plan \is one whereby our pa- 
trons make from 15 to 25 per cent. per 
month on money contributed by them 
in easy weekly or monthly payments.” 
“How do you return this profit?” in- 
quires the sucker. Here is the reply: 

Let us give you an illustration 
‘profit,’ so you will more clearly un- 
derstand the word, and then answer 
your question. On January 5, Farmer 
sold Butcher a pig for $5 and made a 


groceries for the same $5 and made a 
‘profit’ of $1.50; Shoe Merchant sold 
Grocer a pair of shoes for the same 83 
and made a ‘profit’ of $1.50; Hatter 
sold Shoe Merchant a hat for the same 
$5 and made a ‘profit’ of $2; Florist 
sold Hatter a bouquet for the same 85 
and made a ‘profit’ of $2.50; Jeweler 
sold Florist stick pin for the same 
$5 and made a ‘profit’ of $2; Bookseller 
sola Jeweler books for the same % 
and made a ‘profit’ of $1.50; same 
Butcher sold Bookseller a bill of meat 
for the same $5 and made a ‘profit’ of 
$1.50. These transactions begin and 
end with the Butcher and the $5 does 
not grow, but produces a total ‘profit’ 
of $15, and the Butcher still hag the 
45. Now, then, if the profit in each 
of these transactions had been $4, the 
total ‘profit’ would amount to $32, and 
would have been produced by the 
movement of one $5 piece. When the 
Butcher again pays out or moves the 
$5, somebody else will probably make 
a ‘profit’ on it. Nobody makes a 
‘profit’ unless they get dollars or their 
equivalent from somebody else, there- 
fore all ‘profit’ comes from the move- 
ment of money. Neither buried money 
nor idle money produces ‘profit.’ See? 

“Now, we return the ‘profit’ to our 
patrons under a perfect coiperative 
system, whereby, under certain fixed 
laws, we move or circulate among our 
members the money received in such 
a way that $1 produces many dollars’ 
worth of ‘profit’ in a very short time.” 


This is clear, is it not?—as clear as 


normal intellect. 

The pamphiet then goes on to ex- 
plain that all the would-be investor 
has to do is to contribute $1 a week 
on each share, for eighty weeks, mak- 
ing the total payment $80. Then, at 
maturity, he would receive $160 in 
cash, “with which you can purchase 
a diamond or other merchandise, or 
reinvest in new contracts.” It is 


stated, in another place, that the con- 


cern has disbursed “in settlement of 
diamond contracts to February 1, 1903," 
over $20,000.

their eyes open, are fit to survive, in 
these strenuous days. The fact that 
the Herald has commended the enter- 
prise may or may not be regarded by | 
a majority of the Los Angeles public 
as something in its favor, although the 
Proprietor of that paper undoubtedly 
has a ripe experience in “get-rich- 
quick” schemes, such as wire-works 
and fake oll companies. Here is an- 
other gem from the pamphiet:

PHOENIX (Ariz.) Feb. 13.—Thus f 
in February, Arizona has, — 
a deal of weather for a region gen- 
erally imagined to be perpetually sun- 
kiesed. On the northern plateau, near 
Flagstaff, the thermometer dropped to 
24 deg. below zero. In the warmer 
southland, around Phoenix, the mini- 
mums have hovered around the freez- 
ing point, though no damage is re- 
ported to the orange groves. In the 
north. snow has fallen to the depth of 
several feet, over all the mountain re- 
sion, the fall being a steady one for 
several days. It is told that eight 
engines died“ in one night on the 
mountain division of the Santa Fe 
because of the cold. At Prescott the 
mercury dropped to the zero mark. 
Three feet of snow fell on the Sierra 
Ancha Mountains, in Central A 

two feet on the Pinal Mountains and a 
half foot or more at Globe. Tucson 


had its second snowstorm of the win- 


ter, though the precipitation was in- 
considerable. A curious circumstance 
was the blocking by snowdrifts of the 
road between and Mammoth, 
over an almost desert and level coun- 
try. In places the drifts were ten feet 
deep, necessitating abandonment ot 
the mail coaches and the carrying of 


the mall bags on relays of horses. 


Near Oracle, the fall was three feet 
on a level. A terrific gale visited 
Tombstone, with a thermometer record 
of 20 deg., plus. At Bisbee the weather 
was cold and miserable, with occa- 
sional flurries of snow. At Cananea, 
Sonora, forty miles south of the line, 
a number of the poorer class were 
frozen to death, including one of the 
prisoners in the  calaboose. The 
mountains around Phoenix are snow- 
capped. Here a few showers of rain 
have been enjoyed, but the river has 
raised very little, a fact attributable 
to the cold at the sources of the 
stream. The comparative dampness

nen’ much to the benefit of the stock-

IN THE REICHSTAG. 


Chancellor Reports Progtws as te 
Venezuela and Recites Facts Gathered 


by Health Office About Tuberculosis. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.j 

BERLIN, Feb. 16.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Chancellor Von Buelow sent to 
the Reichstag today a memorandum 
on the settlement of the Venezuelan 
disputes. After briefly reviewing the 
incidents preceding the negotiations, it 
says: “According to the protocol, Ven- 
ezuela recognized all the claims raised 
by Germany as being justifiable and 
well-founded. Germany's claims, 
which the yltimatum placed in the first 
rank, arising from he Venezuelan civil 
wars of 1898-1900, and which gave oc- 
casion for the action against Vene- 
zuela, will be paid immediately, partly 
in cash and partly in short-term 


drafts.” ‘ 

Continuing. the Chancellor sum- 
marized the terms of the l. and 
concluded by saying that the block- 
ade would be immediately raised, and 
that diplomatic relations with Vene- 
zuela would be resumed. 

The Chancellor also sent to the 
Reichstag a memorandum on tubercu- 
losis treatment, in which he recited 
facts gathered by the Im Health 
Office. Out of a thousand deaths in 
Germany of persons between the ages 
of 15 and 60, 316 died of tuberculosis 
alone. Persons under 15 and over 60 
years of age are seldom affected. The 
mortality of the whole population av- 
eraged 242 per 100,000 yearly, rising in 
the Bavarian Palatine to 329; in 
Bremen, 337; and in Hesse to 314. The 
conditions in Germany are shown to 
be better than in France, Austria and 
Russia, but worse than in Sw 
Belgium, Denmark, Norway and es- 
pecially England 7 

The Chancellor sald the health offi- 
cers found that consumption can best 
be treated in special hospitals. The 
statistics for 1896 to 1901 showed that, 
on the average, out of a hundred cases 
treated, 87.7 were dismissed as cured 
or improved; 8.8 as no better, 3.1 as 
worse, and 8.8 died. In concluding, the 
Chancellor said it was hoped that the 
war against tuberculosis would make 
further progress through the coipera- 
tion of individuals and public bodies 
with the government. :
